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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of the restriction requirement in the reply filed on 21 
October 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that a search of both inventions 
would be coextensive and thus would not present a serious burden on the examiner. This is not 
found persuasive because while the search may be coextensive, searching through thousands of 
patents for two patentably distinct inventions, and the subsequent patentability determination 
thereof, would indeed present a serious burden on the examiner.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The main reason for 
the allowance of claims 1 and 8 is that the prior art fails to disclose a fuel tank having forward 
and rearward ends, an inner surface defining a fuel chamber, and an outer surface, the fuel 
chamber having a first side and a second side, the first and second sides being separated by a 
tank tunnel portion in combination with a mounting bracket coupled to the outer surface and 
extending along the tunnel portion, the mounting bracket including a forward mounting portion 
near the forward end of the fuel tank, and a rearward mounting portion near the rearward end of 
the fuel tank..
